Hum modulation of an oscillator can often be removed by running the 
heater 10% lower in voltage by means of a series resistor. The tube in 
question must have a good mutual conductance to begin with. Hickok tube 
testors have a test for such a tube called "Activity" where you watch the 
mutual conductance reading while you switch to a 10% lower heater voltage. 
What is happening is you are de-activating the parasitic heater to cathode 
cylinder diode.

I used to have an HQ-100 (NO clock) which had a trace of hum. Trying 
to track it down, I accidentally discovered that the hum didn't go 
away when I pulled the output tube from its socket. What the heck??? 


An idea I had while pondering this fine mess was that ripple on the 
B+ bus was going through the output tranny primary via that cap that 
hangs on the AF output tube plate to ground. If the cap is big 
enough, there could be a fair amount of 120 hz current flow in the 
primary, leading to a faint hum in the speaker. 


I sold the receiver before I thought of this, so I don't know if this 
was the cause or not. Next time I see one, I'll clip the cap and 

see if the hum goes away.

What Al found is the phase shift network for phasing SSB generators. The BW 
51SB, 51SB-B, and Heathkit SB-10 used this and the network was used in 
several popular homebrew exciters (GE ham news, QST, and CQ. 


Phasing rigs got a bad name because of the circuit around this network often 
had poor sideband supression and the carrier had to be nulled out often. 

The audio (if proper audio filters were used) had more punch than early 
filter SSB rigs. My SB-10 was a killer with the 

audio filter (CQ 1960 or 61 using 88mH chokes) that kept the modulation to 
250 to 3000 CPS and the D-104 mic (before the amplified version...).
